INCREASED OIL 
TAXES ABSORB’D 
BY INDUSTRY 


It is often claimed that any in- 
crease in the tax load of oil is imme- 
diately passed by the producer to the 
consumer through the medium of 
increased price for gasoline. 

“The truth is that this is not pos 
sible for the great majority of oil 
operators. It is particularly untrue 
with respect to the indepencent op- 
erators, For example, the indepen- 
dent operators own more than 50 
per cent of the production in Texas. 
Here the increased taxes*in the past 
have been largely absorbed by the in- 
dustry and more especially by the 
producer. , 

This is illustrated by the fact that 
in the Texas field gasoline now re- 
tails approximately at the same price 
it did 15 years ago when oil was 
selling at $2.50 per barrel as com- 
pared with the average price in 
Texas today of $1.20 a barrel. 

The major part of these, increases 
have been absorbed by the industry 
but the ability to absorb has reached 
the irreducible minimum pojnt. Any 
further substantial increases prob- 
ably would be passed through eco- 
nomic necessity to the consumer. 
Were this done the result would be 
an adverse effect upon consumptive 
demand, with loss of business and 


employment,

prospectus recently issued by tne 
board. 


The paragraph in the prospectus 
reads as follows: “Alt the conclusion 
of the coarse, an examination will be 
made available to all those desiring 
to take it, provided they have taken 
at least 75 per cent of the rectures. 
It is the intention that preference 
shail be given to all successful candi- 
dates in all subsequent appointments 
made under the provincial credit 
commission.” 

According to Mr. MacLachlan, the 
course will consist of about 12 lec- 
tures. The fee for the complete 
course is $5, payable in adivanice. 
Those who attend 99 per cent of the 
lectures are to get a rebate.of $3; 
those who attend 75 per cent, a $2 
refund, and those who attend 50 per 
cenit will get a $1 refund. 

There is nothing in the prospectus 
to indicate who will receive the 
money paid by those who may at- 
tend the lectures. 

Under the terms of the “Social 


Credit” Act, Mr. Byrne _ receives 
$6,000 a year as a “social credit” 
commissioner; Mr. Powell receives 


$12 per day, including Sunday, and 
Mr. MacLachlan receives $10 per day 
including Sunday. 

The progpectus says that the ‘‘lec- 
tures are open to graduates and un- 
dergraduates of any university, civic 
servants .and other persons engaged 
in work requiring a knowledge of 
social organization.” 

It states further that the scope of 
the “‘social dynamics” course will in 
clude: “Human associations, society, 
its growth and development; what is 
democracy ?—the trend of civiliza- 
tion; government, its punpose and 
dangers; economic as a science and 
its dangers as a cult; economic pro- 
gress to the present time; survival 
of ancient superstitions; the ‘glamor 
of gold’, ‘work complex’ and ‘scarc- 
ity complex’; civilization, leisure and 
culture; money, the financial system; 
democracy and the future; fascism, 
communism and socialism as alter- 
natives to democracy; freedom as 
the goal of human endeavor; looking 
fonward.’”

_ {The threshing may ‘be over ‘but 
probably not the hangover from the 
effects of the smutty dust and some 
farmers who know that smut of 
grain. is now inexcusable, have been 
heard vowing that they will not ex- 
change help with a certain neigh- 
bor at threshing time again unless 
he treats his seed grain with the 


‘onganic mercury dust which not only 


eontrols the common smuts of wheat 
oats and barley, but has been found 
effective also as a preventive of root 
and stem rots of grain and owner 
crops. As Dr. J. H. Craigie, Domin- 
ion Rust Research Laboratory, Win- 
nipeg, expresses it, the farmer who 
neglects to treat hig seed grain with 
the organic mercury dust is guilty 
of an unneighbourly art: 

The Kemp Seed Treater, developed 
at the Dominion Experimental Sta- 
tion, Swift Current, Sask., has prov- 
ed a boon to the grain grower. at is 
simple, inexpensive and efficient, op- 
erates automatically and can treat 
from 80 to 100 bushels an_ hour.
